In the Office Action, the Examiner indicated that claims 1 through 8 are pending in the 
application and the Examiner rejected all claims. 

Objections to the Drawings, Specification and Abstract 

On pages 2 and 3 of the Office Action, the Examiner objected to the specification and 
drawings for various informalities. Applicants have amended the specification and/or drawings to 
overcome the Examiner's objections. 

The §112 Rejections 

On pages 3 through 5 of the Office Action, the Examiner has rejected claims 1-8 under 35 
U.S.C. §112, first paragraph, as failing to comply with the enablement requirement, and rejected 
claims 3 and 6-8 under 35 U.S.C. §112, second paragraph, as being indefinite. With regard to the 
rejections under 35 U.S.C. § 1 12, second paragraph, Applicant has amended the claims to overcome 
these rejections. 
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With regard to the rejections under 35 U.S.C. §112, first paragraph, Applicant respectfully 
traverses this rejection. A reading of the specification in connection with the drawings makes it clear 
that Figs. 3a and 3c correspond to one another and Figs. 3b and 3d correspond to one another. More 
specifically, Fig. 3a shows the effective electrical path of the switching device 13 when the switches 
are in the positions illustrated in switching diagram 3c, and Fig. 3b shows the effective electrical path 
of the switching device 13 when the switches are in the positions illustrated in switching diagram 3d. 
This is clearly explained in the specification with reference to the drawings. However, to avoid any 
confusion, Applicant has amended the description of the drawings in the specification to more 
clearly point out what these drawings each convey. 

Allowable Sub ject Matter 

On page 5 of the Office Action, the Examiner indicated that claim 1 would be allowable if 
rewritten or amended to overcome the rejections under 35 U.S.C. §1 12, first paragraph, and stated 
that claims 2-8 would similarly be allowable if amended to overcome the §112 rejections and to 
include all of the limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims. Applicant thanks the 
Examiner for this indication of allowable subject matter and submits that the § 1 12 rejections have 
been overcome by the present amendments.
